J., was asked on examination by 
Judge Vundeveer if he did not tell Ham 
Sadler on Friday, June Wth, the day af- 
ter the outrage, that about r. o'clock on 
the Uiltli In; and his son John stood liy the 
coal house in front of the school house 
and talked for almut an hour or an hour 
and a half while, unknown to them, those 
devils had the girls up in the loft, Mont- 
gomery gave mi unqualified denial to the 
statement and Sadler swore that tliejold 
man had made snch a statement to him. 
Mr. A. IX Bond, the father of Minn Bond, 
Lawrence Heinlein, an uncle of John C. 
Montgomery, and several others, all men 
'of unqualified veracity, testified to the 
nanie thing, and of course succeeded in 
impeaching Montgomery. 


A significant feature was that Mont- 


gomery! Sr., when the thing was first dis- 
covered, expressed himself in this lan- 
guage, in a crowd: "Gentlemen, there is 
no use looking for trnnips; the devils «ho 
eommitted this hellish act are in this 
neighborhood, and must be found, and 
will"be."
